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VALLEY COTTON PLOWDOWN DATE 
IS SET BY STATE AS FEBRUARY 1 


SACRAMENTO — The state has announced that February 1 is 
the official deadline date for plowing up San Joaquin valley cotton 
fields to remove debris which can harbor pink bollworms. 

The deadline in the rest of the state will remain March 1. 

Director C.B. Christensen, of the California Department of Food 
and Agriculture, said he made the change on the recommendation of 
the State Cotton Pest Control board. The board is a grower group 
appointed by the director to advise him on cotton pest control 
matters. 

The Pest Control board, acting on reports of unusually heavy 
numbers of pink bollworm moths being trapped in the 
cotton-producing areas of the San Joaquin valley, recommended the 
change during a special meeting in Bakersfield October 29. The 
prupose of the plowup deadline is to break the life cycle of the pest 
by disrupting its over-wintering stage in the soil before it can 
reappear in the spring to breed. 


Pink bollworm is the world’s most destructive cotton pest.

THE LEGACY OF RICHARD > 


Post-mortems and politics are inseparable, and 
properly so. The study of election results and their many 
patterns reveal much about campaign methods, but most 
importantly about the moods of the electorate. 

Analysis of the latter factor in the November 5 election 
makes it quite clear that the Republican debacle was not 
born of the inflation-recession. Rather, it was the legacy 
of Richard Milhouse Nixon. 

The disgust and distrust spawned in the ooze of 
Watergate was evident in interviews with non-voters, 
those Let-George-Do-It individuals who expressed their 
opinions of politics and politicians by not expressing 
them in the polling booth. 

Typical was the explanation given the San Francisco 
Chronicle by Sandy Sujishi, 23-year-old mother: ‘I 
couldn’t bring myself to vote because I have a hard time 
believing anything politicians say any more. I watched 
the Watergate hearings on TV, and I don’t want to deal 


with those people any more.”’ 


Actually, of course, the turnover — spectacular as it 
seems now — was not unprecedented. Among election 
experts there is a descriptive term for off-year election 
upsets during the second term of any administration: 
The “six year itch’’. Or, as Congressional Quarterly 
defines it, “the phenomenon of restlessness that leads a 
crucial number of voters to strike back at the party 
holding the White House in the middle of the second four- 
year period of control.”’ 

The current turnover in Congress is, as CQ points out, 
on a par with those suffered by the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration in 1958 (47 House and 13 Senate seats lost) 
and the Johnson regime in 1966 (47 and 3). 

The difference between them, of course, lies in the 
cause, Watergate. 

Even before the election, wiser Democratic leaders 
were cautioning that the anticipated victory should not 
be translated into a mandate for any particular 
legislative philosophy. They recognized it as an op- 
portunity, of course, but warned that any “young Turk’’ 
partisan attack on the Ford administration could prove 
a boomerang in 1976. 

What the voters — those who utilized their franchise 
and those who sluffed it off — will be watching is how a 
Democratic Congress works with an as yet unproved 
Ford administration in correcting all the problems that 
beset this nation....many of them spawned in previous 
Democratic administrations; but most of all the 
restoration of respectability in government. And in 
politics. 

If there was a mandate in the November 5 election 
results, it was the repudiation of venality; a return to 
honest, energetic and far-sighted effort to serve the best 
interests of all the people....even the Let-George-Do-It 
ones

WASHINGTON — Secretary 
of Agriculture Earl L. Butz has 
signed in Cairo an amendment to 
the June 7, 1974, Title I dollar 
credit Public Law 480 sales 
agreement with the government 
of the Arab Republic of Egypt.

RECORD CROP PRODUCTION IS REPORTED 


SACRAMENTO — A record 
10.5 million tons of vegetables, 
melons and strawberries were 
produced in California during 
1973, according to a report just 
released by the California Crop 
and Livestock Reporting service. 

This output exceeded the 
previous record set in 1972 by 3 
percent. Largely responsible for 
the increased tonnage was 
processing tomatoes. Other 
crops ‘with sizable production 
gains were celery, lettuce and 
strawberries. There were 
significant declines, however, in 
the output 
onions, and asparagus. 


of cantaloupes, 


The increase in production 
over 1972 is attributable to 9 
percent more acreage harvested, 
inasmuch as yield per acre was 
lower for most crops. Combined 
vegetable, melon and strawberry 
acreage was a record 846,440 
acres in 1973. 

Total value of production for 
1973 is placed at $1,178 million, 
a record high for California and 
an increase of 16 percent over 
1972. Prices received during 
1973 were higher than a year 
earlier for most vegetable crops. 

California continued to lead 
all other states in the nation in 
the production of both fresh 


market and _ processing 
vegetables. In 1973, 
approximately 40 percent of the 
national output of 22 principal 
fresh market vegetables and 
melons was produced in 
California. 

In addition, the state 
accounted for nearly 48 percent 
of the U.S. production of 13 
major processing crops.

89 Million Acres Set Nationally 
As Feed Grain Allotment For 1975 


WASHINGTON — A 1975 
national feed grain allotment of 
89 million acres - the same as for 
1974 - has been announced by 
the U.S. department of 
agriculture. 

The allotment represents the 
number of harvested acres of 
feed grains, based on the 
estimated national average yield, 
needed to produce the quantity 
of feed grains that will be used 
domestically and for export 


during the 1975-76 marketing 
year. 
Projected 1975 per bushel 


feed grain yields on which the 
allotment is based are 93.0 for 
corn, 60.0 for grain sorghum and 
45.5 for barley. 

The allotment does not 
represent a limit on acreage but 
is computed only for the 
purpose of distributing 
payments to producers should 
such payments be required. 

Average loan rates in effect in 
1974 for wheat and feed grains 
will be continued at the same 


levels for the 1975 crops. The 
present per bushel loan rates are 
$1.37 for wheat, $1.10 for corn, 
$1.05 for grain sorghum ($1.88 
per hundredweight), $0.90 for 
barley, $0.54 for oats and $0.89 
for rye. 

There will be no loan 
programs for soybeans, dry 
edible beans, flaxseed, gum naval 
stores and honey, beginning with 
the 1975 crops. Department 
spokesmen. said little use has 
been made of the loan program 
for these permissive-support 
commodities. in recent years 
because market prices are two to 
three times loan levels.

In California 


SACRAMENTO — Plantings 
of grapes in California during 
1974 totaled 29,935 acres 
according to the California Crop 
and Livestock Reporting service. 
Total grape acreage in California 
at 648,827 acres now exceeds 
the previous record high of 
629 605 acres, in 1926. 

Cabernet Sauvignon was the 
leading variety planted in 1974 
with 4,304 acres put in the 
ground. Next came Zinfandel 
with 2,035 acres, followed by 
Chardonnay with 1,927 acres, 
Carnelian with 1,879 acres, 
Pinot Noir with 1,550 acres, 
Thompson Seedless with 1,532 
acres and Chenin Blanc with 
1,420 acres. 

Survey results show the 1974 
inventory of all grape acreage at 
648,827 acres, included: Table 
types, 72,837 acres; raisin types, 
251,100 acres; and wine types, 
322,044 acres.

Bids have also been received 
on the main ditch branch from 
Worth road to tie into existing 
pipeline between Worth road 
and. Crestview, with Schafer 
stating that it is hoped to 
complete this section, and the 
Patterson section by the start of 
the irrigation season in 1975. 

But at this point came the 
bad news. Because of inflation 
and rapidly rising prices that 
have doubled the cost of pipe, 
the original loan, designed to 
cover cost of piping the entire 
system, will only cover cost in 
the area east of Porterville, 
leaving the North ditch along 
Sunnyside and into the old 
Zante and Welcome areas still 
uncovered. 

‘*Several years ago, when 
project costs were established by 
Al Hilton, then president of the 
Pioneer board, and approved by 
Bureau of Reclamation 
engineers, estimated costs were 
well in line and_ realistic,” 
Schafer said. 

“But inflation has thrown

everything out of kilter and now 
we must either set up a new 
project, or get congress to 
amend the current project loan 
in order to complete the piping 
job,” according to Schafer, who 
said that efforts are now being 
made toward this end, that a 
rough estimate indicates another 
$240,000 may be needed, and 
that 14 other irrigation projects 
now under construction in 
California are facing the same 
inflation problems as Pioneer 
Water company. 

Reporting also at the meeting 
was Gordon Sorey, C.P.A., who 
said that the construction 
account and operating account 
are in “good shape;” and Robert 
Mock, attorney, who said that 
because water is becoming more 
and more expensive, the 
company cannot afford to 
continue to lose water through 
evaporation and _ percolation 
from.open ditches. 

Owen presided at the 
meeting, attended'by about 50 
people but with a quorum of 
stockholders represented 
through proxies.
